The bones had been washed or plowed up, 
and were piled by an old slump, as irrever¬ 
ently and indiscriminately as we have seen 
boulders in a stony field. In one of the 
skulls 1 observed the gold filling of the den¬ 
tist, as perfect as when first placed in the 
cavities.

to describe the true beauty and grandeur of 
these falls, yet I will try to give a brief de¬ 
scription of them. They descend through a 
gutter which must have formed the course of 
the stream for centuiies upon centuries, if 
not ever since the creation of all things.— 
The first fall of the water (which, however, 
is but a small stream, scarcely larger round 
than a water pail) is perhaps 20 feet; but the 
curiosity of this part is the wavy appearance 
which the sides of the gutter present, hav¬ 
ing been caused by the changing of the 
course of the stream from time to time, un¬ 
til, at length, it has worn its way down into 
1 the solid rock to the depth of 20 feet. Near 
: the top of the falls is an arch, formed by the 
continued pouring of the stream against the' 
rock, which Extends back under the rock sev¬ 
eral feet. Descending now perhaps thirty 
; feet further, we come to a basin which at the 
I top is perhaps ten feet across, but which 
j widens to a width of nearly twice that as it 
j deepens, until it reaches a depth of about 
ten feet, when it commences to diminish its 
width, and at length rounds off in the bot¬ 
tom like a hen’s nest. Across the lower part 
of this basin is a natural dam of the same- 
rock, which makes the water in the basin to 
stand to the depth of six or eight feet. .Af¬ 
ter flowing from this basin, it gently slide* 
down a narrow gutter for a distance of thirty 
or forty feet, when it takes a wild plunge in¬ 
to a chasm where it strikes upon another sof- 
id foundation laid by nature’s own hand. . 

Here the stream by its continued pouring 
from the gulley into the same place, has worn 
a deep hole into the rock ; the depth of which 
we could not ascertain, but which is without

From this dam the stream slides to 
the lower basin which bulges or rather runs 
back under the rock on the left side to such 
extent that the rock might shelter twenty 
people.

The Boston Convention. 

The Massachusetts State Convention to elect 
delegates to the Philadelphia convention met 
at Faneuil Hall, Wednesday, and was attend¬ 
ed by about 600 delegates, though the com¬ 
mittee on credentials reported 1781. It was 
composed chiefly of democrats of the copper¬ 
head variety, with a slight sprinkling of dis¬ 
affected Republicans, and was managed by 
such men as Saltonsiall, John L. Swift and 
Moses Bates. Leverett Saltonstall was chosen 
President, and there was a long list of Vice- 
Presidents, very few of whom were present. 
Only four resolutions were adopted, and these 
were studied in their language to avoid offence 
to Republicans. 

The delegates at large were:—Robert C. 
Winthrop of Boston, Josiah G. Abbott of Bos¬ 
ton, Isaac Davis of Worcester, Wm. Sutton of 
Salem, John Quincy Adams of Quincy,George 
Aslimun of Springfield* E. C. Bailey of Bos¬ 
ton, Darius N. Couch of Taunton. Those for 
District No. 10 were:—Thomas Allen of Pitts¬ 
field, Charles Wright of Hinsdale, Chester W. 
Chapin of Springfield, William G. Bates of 
Westfield. Alternates—Asa C. Russell of 
Great Barrington, John L. Colby of Pittsfield, 
Emerson Gaylord of Chicopee, Charles W. 
Knox of Chester. The democratic portion of 
these delegates will probe bly attend the con¬ 
vention, and possibly some of the so-called 
Republicans. 

The speeches at the convention glorified the 
President and abused Congress, after the dem¬ 
ocratic style, and on the whole the convention 
would pass for a respectable democratic gath¬ 
ering.

Among 
other things he said,—in Congress I have been 
as your representative lor eleven years, and in 
all that time have never sat in a council of 
men so imbued with the spirit of patriotism, 
so unselfish in their view s, so anxious to de¬ 
vise the best measures for the good of our 
country, as that body of men recently ad¬ 
journed. It was the ablest Congress I have 
ever seen assembled in our national capitol. 

He closed as follows : The silent admoni¬ 
tions from the quarter million graves of Union 
dead come to us never to surrender the inter¬ 
ests of this great land to the hands of the men 
against whom they warred, and who shot them 
down. It seems to me that argument is use¬

The Smell of Blood. 

Men and brutes are alike crazed at the smell 
of blood. The New Orleans riot is an in 
stance. The shedding of blood there in the 
interest of a political question has fired the 
loyal hearts of the nation in a thrilling man¬ 
ner. The re-assembling of the old extinct 
convention, born under military ruls, was il¬ 
legal, and its acts would have been illegal; 
but there was civil law’ and popular will 
enough in the State to have prevented any 
harm therefrom. And there is no evidence 
that the convention would have transacted 
any business if left to itself. There was a 
question as to its legitimacy, which would 
have first engaged its attentions, llad it been 
left alone, the chances are that it would have 
died of itself without the benefit of funeral 
services. 

But rebels had become so bold in New Or¬ 
leans that they wished to attest their power, 
hence the attempt to crush the men who dared 
assemble for a purpose antagonistical to their 
principles. Brute force and violence was the 
result. Blood flowed and life was sacrificed. 
There was little protection to loyal men, and 
negros were at the mercy of the mob—shot 
down, butchered, and slain like dogs. Gen. 
Sheridan telegraphs to Gen. Grant that the 
riot was not the result of a mere mob, but a 
preconcerted and prearranged plan of weeks 
for the slaughter of Union men. Attorney- 
General Herron, who was an officer in the 
rebel service, virtually ranks Gen. Sheridan, 
as by order of the President the military are 
subject to the call and disposition of the civil 
authorities. It was a mistake in the President 
to send the instructions that hedid,for though 
he may have been anxious to deal rightly with 
the question, it has brought down on his head 
anj" amount of vituperation. Ilis message 
was construed to favor the rebels in the break-, 
ing up of the convention, and they took ad¬ 
vantage of it to murder the poor blacks indis¬ 
criminately. 

The effect throughout the North and in all 
loyal communities has been bad—bad for the 
quiet of the country, bad politically, and bad 
for the President. E-adicalism at the North 
wili^jgrow rigid under its influence, and the 
loj'al Southern man must suffer from it in the 
geqeral distrust that will be shown to the 
States under the process of reconstruction.— 
The blood of the New Orleans riot is snuffed 
from afar, and day after day we hear the mut- 
terings of concealed vengeance all around us. 
Who shall say what the seed of that slaughter 
will bring forth ?

Cholera at New York.— One third of the 
mortality of the City of New Y'Urk, for the 
week ending last Saturdny, was caused by 
cholera.

On the trial, however, Capt. Jones was dis¬ 
charged, as it. was clearly evident that he 
was blameless in the matter. Scales, finding 
that he could effect nothing by persecuting 
the parlies, promised to leave and never 
trouble them any more, which promise he 
has fulfilled. Mr. and Mrs. Jones, however, 
uneasy at the position of affairs, finally re¬ 
solved to resort to law for their protection 
by procuring a divorce—then getting Mrs.

( What the “Anti-Rent Troubles" Mean.— 
The anti-rent troubles, which have recently 
been again brought to public attention, are 
thus expounded by a correspondent of the 
Journal of Commerce: 

“The anti-rent troubles are owing to the 
misplaced and unwise lenity of the late Gen¬ 
eral Stepheu Van Renselier of Albany. His 
large tracts of land east of Albany, in the 
now anti-rent districts, were divided into 
farms, and leased to the farmers at very low 
rents. The farmers came to him every year 
with long faces about poor crops and asked 
him to wait till next year for the rent. Mr. 
Van Renselcer was liberal and kind, and let 
the rent remain unpaid. The next year, and 
for many years, the story was just the same, 
and the patron very imprudently consented 
to let the debt go on accumulating. He 
should have either made them pay as their 
rents came due (like John Jacob Astor) or he 
should have given them the debt. But he 
did neither, and at his death in January, 
1S39, he left all these unpaid rents, as 60 
much good property, to his children, and 
when the farmers were called upon to pay 
their back rents of ten, fifteen, or twenty 
years’standing, they said at once: ‘Your 
father did not require us to pay rent and we 
will not pay you.' Hence, it is seen that the 
misplaced lenity of Mr. Van Renseher is the 
cause of the anli-renl troubles in Albany 
county, the last twenty years.”

The Treasury Department has wisely de¬ 
termined on the removal of assistant assessors 
who accept nominations for local offices. No 
doubt there is danger that the assessor seeking 
office might use improper influences with tax¬ 
payers, but the rule should be enforced impar¬ 
tially, and not against Union men alone. 

The President officially proclaims peace 
throughout the United States, and that, though 
there are occasional disturbances, for pianJ 
months there have been no hostile demonstra¬ 
tions which the Government has not easily 
suppressed. The President says nothing now 
remains but for Congress to receive or reject 
the men who present themselves with claims 
to seats in that body. 

It is expected that a treaty of peace be¬ 
tween the belligerent European powers will be 
shortly ratified. It is in contemplation to an¬ 
nex to Prussia the Kingdom of Hanover, the 
Electorate of Hesse, the Duchy of Nassau, 
and the city of Frankfort. The King of Prus¬ 
sia, on his return to his capital, met with on 
enthusiastic popular reception. The feeling 
among the Parisians is said to be not favora¬ 
ble to Prussia. 

We are coming to a direct issue with the 
Emperor of Mexico. President Johnson has 
issued a Proclamation, disallowing the claim 
of a right by Maximilian, (the head of one of 
belligerent parties in Mexico,) to close the port 
of Matamoras, and other northern Mexican 
ports, against foreign trade. He declares the 
blockade, unsupported by competent military 
and naval force, to be a violation of the neu¬ 
tral rights of the United States, and of treat¬ 
ies existing between the United States and 
Mexico. The President declares Maximilian’s 
decree null and void ; and all attempts to en¬ 
force it will be disallowed by the government 
of the United States. Won’t Maximilian give 
vent to his feelings now ? 

President Johnson has been making an¬ 
other speech declaring his principles and poli¬ 
cy. The New Hampshire delegation fresh 
from the Philadelphia Convention, waited on 
him and presented to him an address, to which 
Mr. Johnson replied, that we have now a pol¬ 
icy and principles recognized and Iqid down 
by the most intelligent, able and patriotic 
'bodyof men that has been convened since the 
days of the Declaration of Independence. A 
recognition of this policy and these principles 
would be required of these who "receive office 
and patronage from the Government. It was 
a duty the administration owed itsejf, that 
strength and power should be given to those 
who maintain the principles declared by that 
great body of national men who met in Con¬ 
vention at Philadelphia. 

The delegates expressed themselves highly 
gratified with what the President had said, 
and assured him that they would now go 
home with confidence in the success of the ad¬ 
ministration party in their State.
